NEW   DIRECTIONS  AND    INOVATIONS: 

Some  new  kinds  of  KPFA  programs  are  initiated  in  this  Folio,  with  a  Pacifica  exclusive 
beginning  April  11,  Conversations  with  the  Governor,  in  which  the  Governor  of  California, 
Edmund  G.  Brown,  will  start  a  regular  series  of  bi-weekly  Sunday  evening  interviews  on  one  or 
two  major  issues,  such  as  reapportionment,  taxes,  civil  rights,  the  University  of  California,  and 
other  issues  and  events  in  California  politics.  Our  regular  KPFA  News  Service  has  increased 
its  coverage  to  include  regular  direct  weekly  reports  from  Sacramento,  on  the  latest  news  from 
the  State  Capitol.  Also  new  in  this  Folio,  is  our  complete  live  coverage  of  a  weekend  conference 
sponsored  by  the  University  of  California  School  of  Medicine,  on  The  Uncertain  Quest:  The 
Dilemma  of  Sex  Education,  on  April  10  and  11.  We  would  appreciate  your  comments  on  this 
kind  of  full  coverage  by  KPFA  on  major  local  conferences.
